“Graduating seniors are often at- 
tracted to the idea of ‘going away’ to ex- 
perience the first year of college,” Allen 
said. “Many of those graduates return 
home for various reasons and do not 
have a degree. If we can attract gradu- 


ates early, we can educate them and 
give them an opportunity early that 
will open unlimited doors.” 

“Nursing offers a variety of job op- 
portunities, both locally and beyond,” 
said Dr. Dana Walker, director of ICC’s 
Associate Degree Nursing program. 
During recent years, nursing programs 
across the nation have experienced a 
decline in qualified applicants. “The 
early entry opportunity would offer 


high quality students who are focused 
on completing a professional program, 
an opportunity to start early and 
achieve their goal in a timely manner,” 
she noted. 

“We are always excited to expand 
our partnership with ICC and increase 
opportunities for our students as they 
prepare for life after high school,”

Boot Camp 


Ten Licensed Practical Nurses started a five- 
week course to transition to the third semes- 
ter of the RN program in fall 2023 with a 
projected graduation date of May 2024. The 
transition course allows LPNs who have 
worked at least one year as an LPN to obtain 
credit for their PN education and work expe- 
rience.

Itawamba Community College's 
Will Verdung of Corinth was drafted by 
the Atlanta Braves in the 13th round, 
399 overall pick, in the 2023 Major 
League Baseball Draft. 

In his sophomore season, Verdung 
led the Indians in seven offensive cat- 
egories with a .389 batting average,

Verdung's standout 2023 season

Expectations are high on the collegiate sports 
level. Whether you're a coach or a player, that ap- 
plies to both competing and performing on the 
field and in the classroom. The majority of colle- 
giate players come from a very competitive back- 
ground whether they played at one of the top high 
schools in their state or on travel showcase teams 
during their high school offseason. However, that 
is exactly what makes playing at the college level so 
challenging. 

The overwhelming majority of college athletes 
were known as a "star" at their high school which 
cripples them coming into the collegiate stage. 
Upon entering this uber competitive arena, those 
"stars" are soon snapped into reality and realize 
their whole team is full of “stars:” from high 
schools around the state, country and even the 
world in some cases. Therefore, 
each athlete is held to a new stan- 
dard by his or her coaches in 
order to earn and maintain the 
spot they were recruited to fill, 


and if not, there is someone just 


as good to fill the spot. Prepara- 
tion as a college athlete is extensive. Showing up to 
practice “on time": is not good enough and staying 
after to put in extra work is almost mandatory to 
maintain that "star" status. 

On top of the pressure of performing physically, 
athletes are also expected to perform exceptionally 
in the classroom. Many athletes sit in the front of 
the classroom in order to develop a stronger rela- 
tionship with their teachers and be more attentive. 
While many believe athletes get their work done 
for them or their work is excused due to their being 
absent so much for games, this is very rarely the 
truth. Student-athletes are actually held to a higher 
standard and are expected to do their work and 
turn it in on time or even early when they are gone 
for away games. 

An expectation that is sometimes overlooked is 
the high moral standard to which college student- 
athletes are held. Players are expected to carry 
themselves in all situations with the utmost re- 
spect. This goes as far as the clothes they wear and 
what they post on social media. 

ICC softball coach Andy Kirk said his expecta- 
tions include ensuring that his players are held ac- 
countable for representing ICC in a positive 
manner every day. Coaches have to be the consis- 
tent daily example for players to be able to see and 
follow. 

Being a student-athlete is a privilege and bless- 
ing for many, but it's not always as easy or glorious 
as society portrays it.
